The following specifications are only general, so as to give prospective customers an idea of what we furnish. 
The Material List accompanying plans give exact details, size, style, quality and catalogue numbers. 

GIRDERS AND BEAMS: All girders and beams, posts, etc., as shown on plans and called for by the List of Material, 
will be furnished of a No. 1 grade Southern Pine, square edge and sound, and of correct dimensions accord- 
ing to their requirements. 

JOISTS, RAFTERS, STUDDING, ETC.: The necessary quantity of studding, joists, rafters, bridging, etc., are 
furnished in Southern Pine, in the correct lengths to work most economically and satisfactorily, and in the 
sizes to insure proper equalization of strength and symmetry, all to be square edge and sound material, 
entirely suitable for the purpose intended. 

SHEATHING : For the roof, siding and floors we furnish square edge Southern Pine sheathing of a suitable grade, 
standard lengths and widths. Roof sheathing to lay with a spacing for shingles unless patent roofing is 
specified. Sub-flooring to be sufficient quantity to cover all floors as specified in the Material List, and 
plans as well as box sheathing for the entire outside of the house. 

SHINGLES: To be Washington Red Cedar shingles, Extra Star A Star quality, or White Cedar shingles of the same 
value if desired by the customer, unless patent roofing is specified. The quantity we furnish being sufficient 
to lay them 4§" to the weather. 

LATH: For the lath we furnish Regular Minnesota No. 1 Soft Pine lath, 32" or 48" long. 

SIDING: For siding we furnish Beveled siding; also known as Weatherboarding or Lap Siding, .'x6, or |x 4, in 
either clear Oregon Spruce, "B" Red Cedar, or "C" White Pine, Clear Cypress or Poplar, unless specified to 
the contrary in our Bill of Material. 

FLOORING: For flooring we furnish Clear Georgia Pine finished flooring, for first and second floor, unless specified 
to the contrary on our Material List. For porch flooring we furnish good quality of White Pine porch 
flooring or Fir, or Cypress, as Material List may specify. 

EXTERIOR FINISH: We furnish all corner boards, all base boards, cornice boards and other exterior finish in Select

WE show herewith a square house without bays, angles or unusual projections which gives one the opportunity to use all space to 
the best possible advantage and under ordinary conditions should be built very economically. Size is 28 ft. square or increased 
to ?8 ft. x 40 ft., if porches are added.

WE present herewith a design that in size is 28 ft. wide by 28 ft. deep and is of the two-story bungalow 
pattern with the cement plaster coating on the outside, a method of construction that has grown into rapid favor within the 
last few years. 

This style of construction presents many artistic and handsome features, and while it departs somewhat from conven- 
tional methods of building construction, it is thoroughly practical and has been sufficiently long in use so that it is no longer an experiment. 

Entrance to this house is effected, as will be seen from floor plan, on the ground line instead of the usual method of steps leading 
to the porch. The porch can be reached direct from the large and commodious living room through a double French window reaching to 
the floor. This window is flanked on either side by smaller casement windows set higher up. This arrangement of casement 
windows has been followed throughout the entire house wherever they would not interfere with the conveniences of the room or 
the furniture. In such case, regular check rail windows have been provided. 

The interior arrangement of this house makes it susceptible to artistic development to suit the in- 
dividual taste of the owner without increasing its cost. The extreme simplicity effected on the outside 
is followed in the interior finish and gives to this design a peculiar 
distinction and exclusiveness that would be impossible in the 
ordinary construction except at a greatly increased cost. 

Entering the vestibule, we have 4 steps leading to the stair hall which 
is connected by cased opening with a magnificent living room extending 
across the entire front of the house. This room with its fire-place ivi the 
center, is universally admired and is one of the most desirable features of 
this handsome house. In the rear of the hall a closet is provided, which is 
large enough to be converted into a lavatory, if desired. A convenient 
feature of this design is the separate entrance to the stair landing from the 
kitchen, with a door on the landing so that the kitchen may be closed off 
entirely from the rest of the house.

DESIGN No. 62 has the appearance of a much larger house judging by the front Elevation, with its 
pair of Casement Sash. In size it is 22 ft. wide by 33 ft. 6 in. long, exclusive of porches. . 
An uncommon feature not usually attempted in houses of this class and size is the large private front porch which is 7 ft. deep and is tt. 
long. It is called private because access thereto is obtained only from the inside, through the Living Room. The actual Entrance to this house 
is on the side, which side is shown in the picture.

N our House Design No. 128 we show a five room cottage 22 feet wide by 32 feet deep. The gables are on the side instead of on the 
front and rear, giving a long sweep of roof, which makes it possible to utilize the space on the second floor to the very best advantage.

THIS barn is sixty feet in diameter and sixteen feet high to plate. It is not round but has 14 sides, each side 14 feet. This 
makes it possible to use all straight material and also reduces the labor cost to a considerable extent. There is a 16 ft. Silo in 
the middle which is 36 ft. high and will hold 160 tons of silage. The hay capacity is 65 tons and the barn is so constructed that 
no posts are required in the loft. Ventilators are provided around the silo which may be extended to the stable below. 
The large doors shown in the illustration will admit a load of hay or silage. The silo doors connect, with this driveway, so 
that both the silo and the Hay Mow may be filled from the inside. 

The stock capacity of this barn depends somewhat upon the arrangement? affected. A five foot grain room may be built 
around the silo for convenience in feeding. Allowing four feet for a feed alley and facing the cattle to the alley the barn will accomodate

IN our Star Design we show a modern cattle and horse barn which we believe will meet the requirements of man}' 
farmers who make a business of raising stock on a moderate scale.

with the grain rooms at each end. A drive- 
way is provided through the center of the 
barn, and if desired it may be carried through 
the hay-mow as well, which feature would, 
however, reduce the capacity of the latter 
considerably. 

We particularly call your attention to the 
numerous windows shown in the ground floor 
plans.

IMS design follows the general construction of our

Inasmuch as this barn is only 32 feet wide, it will be more convenient to make the stock 
head towards the outside, as that will require less space than if they are placed with the heads 
towards the center, and our floor plans have been arranged with this end in view. This particu- 
lar design is especially adapted to the small farmer where a large barn is not required, and we 
believe will answer every requirement of the modern up-to-date barn. 

The building should be placed upon a concrete foundation extending about one foot above the 
stable floor. The latter should be made of cement and properly sloped to permit of easy drainage.

N the above design we show a barn 30 feet wide by 60 feet long and 18 feet high to the top of the plate, arranged 
exclusively for horses. This bam was designed for customers who do not wish to put their horses under the 
same roof with other stock. This is doubtless preferable in some cases. The floor plans show 12 single stalls 
of 5 feet each, and 6 double stalls of 10 feet each, and a ten foot driveway the whole length of the barn. Those 
ho do not require all of this space for horses exclusively may divide this barn at one of the stall partitions, and 
se part of it for horses and the other part for cattle. By placing a sliding door across the driveway, the cattle may 
; as completely separated from the horses as though they were in a separate building. If this division is made in 
le center of the building, this bam will accommodate 12 horses and 18 head of cattle, or if this arrangement is not 
utable for individual needs, one side of this barn may be turned into a corn crib and granary, and the other side 
sed for stock. We shall be pleased to quote on any changes suggested by individual needs. 

The foundation wall should extend at least 6 inches above the stable floor. We recommend the use of concrete 
l all cases for floor purposes whenever it is possible to secure the necessary material for that purpose. A floor of 
junded clay may be advisable in special cases for horses with tender feet, but this soon becomes impregnated with 
sease germs, because of the difficulty of draining it properly, and is therefore undesirable from a sanitary stand- 
)int. Plank floors are even worse than earth floors unless cement floors are first placed under them so that they 
ay be flushed and properly drained. For these reasons we do not include plank floors in any of our regular barn 
lis, but can supply that material whenever wanted, at the very lowest market price.

IN the above we illustrate a modem dairy barn designed along strictly sanitary lines. The foundation wall extends 12 inches above 
the stable floor, and is built up 12 inches higher between the studding and over the wall plate. In this way the building is not 
only securely anchored to the foundation, but all the wood is protected from contamination with manure liquids. The floor like- 
wise is of cement concrete finished in the rough. The mangers are also made of concrete, and are used for water troughs as well as 
feed mangers. They are so built that they slope slightly toward the middle of the barn, where a bell trap and overflow are connected 
to a waste pipe leading to the outside of the building to draw off the surplus water and drain the mangers. 

Fresh air is brought into the barn through vents shown on the end elevation on each side of the sliding doors, and conducted 
through a concrete flue built below the feed way floor the entire length of the building. Perforated covers are provided at convenient 
distances apart, through which the fresh air enters immediately in front of the stock, so that it is always pure. Slides are placed on the 
inside of the intake flue to regulate the supply. The foul air settles to the bottom of the floor and passes out through ventilators placed 
in the wall in the rear of the cattle, and escapes between the inner lining and the siding, through the ventilators shown on the side eleva- 
tion. In this way a supply of pure fresh air is always insured without the necessity of opening doors and windows. By making the floor 
and mangers of concrete, there is no wood exposed within two feet of the floor, and thus the sanitary conditions of the barn are practi- 
cally perfect. By providing proper drainage, this stable may be flushed out with the hose, and so kept perfectly clean at all times. 

The studding is 2x6 placed on 24 inch centers. The barn is sided with 6-inch drop or novelty siding of No. 1 quality Soft Ar- 
kansas Pine, but box sheathing and beveled siding may be substituted for very little extra cost. The stable is 8 feet high, and is ceiled 
up on the inside and over head with fx4 Yellow Pine ceiling. The hay mow floor extends the entire length of the barn, and furnishes 
storage capacity for thirty-five tons of hay. The illustration shows this barn design covered with our 3 ply Rubberized Galvo Roofing, 

and the above price is based upon the use of that material. We can, however, 
supply shingles or Metal Roofing, if so desired, at an extra price.

UR No. 203 Barn we illustrate above is a modern up-to-date bank barn of the most approved type of construction. 
A careful comparison of our blue print plans will convince the most skeptical that no points have been 
overlooked. While the illustration we show is for a barn 48 feet long, this barn may be built any length by 
increasing the sections 16 feet each, to the length that may be desired. 
This building is of the most approved plank frame style of construction, all of the timbers being built up from 
2 inch plank. The outside posts are made up of three pieces of 2x8, making them 6x8 in size. They are securely 
held in place at the bottom by the joists on each side and as these joists lap about 12 inches on each of the center 
girders, where they are spiked together, it forms a very substantial tie for the building at the bottom. The side plates 
on top of the posts are made up of three pieces of 2x8, and the end plates of 3 pieces 2x6, making them 6x8 and 6x6 

respectively. The method used in holding the building in place in the 
center is by means of a truss, the same as is used in modern steel con- 
struction where it is not practical to obstruct the space with posts and 
cross beams. 

Great care and study have been given the construction of the trusses. These 
are placed 16 feet apart and in designing these truses, the main object has been solid 
and economical construction, scientific bracing by ingenuously interlacing the support- 
ing members of these trusses, the details of which are fully explained in our blue print 
plans. These trusses are so simple, and our blue prints so plain, that any ordinary 
mechanic can construct same. 

The side and end bracing of this barn is of the diagonal style. The braces extend 
from the bottom plate between each pair of posts, diagonally across to the top plate 
and are re-enforced by horizontal girths let into these braces which also form the nail 
tie for the boards. 

This 48 ft. barn has a 16 ft. driveway through the center with a hay mow 16 ft. wide 
on each side. We furnish 2x6 tongued and grooved flooring for the driveway and 1x6 
tongued and grooved flooring for the mows.

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IN the above we illustrate a modern double corn crib 28 feet wide by 40 feet long and 12 feet high. This crib has 
a capacity of about 7,000 bushels of corn and 3,000 bushels of small grains. The driveway is 10 feet wide and 
10 feet high with a 9 foot crib on each side. The studdings are 2x6 placed 16 inches on centers and the joists 
are placed some distance apart, except over the driveway where they are placed 12 inches on centers. The 
studdings on the sides of driveway are extended above the plate right up to the rafters, and the entire space up to 
the roof may be used for corn. 

The crib is covered on the outside with 1x6 bevel cribbing, except the gables, where drop siding is used. 
Bevel cribbing is also used on the inside of the corn cribs. Below the driveway floor the cribbing is nailed to the 
outside of the studs, but above the floor to the inside of studs to within two feet of roof. 

The space above the driveway is floored over and lined up solid on the sides 10 feet high with 1x6 dressed and 
matched flooring. Above this space another set of joists are placed and covered with boards for a walking floor. A 
cupola should be built in the roof with a door on one side. The corn and other grains is conveyed by an elevator to 
the top where it is received by movable spouts and distributed to any part of the building desired. The space above 
driveway may be divided into any number of bins desired. In this way the crib will not only provide storage for 
a large quantity of corn, but will answer the purpose of granary of liberal capacity as well. By placing 

Chutes with slides in the floor the grain may be easily and 
quickly taken out and hauled to market, or if by any chance, it 
should heat at the bottom a portion of it could be taken out from 
the bottom and by means of the elevator placed on top with 
little labor.
